Friday's agenda includes most of the 
same items, with no additions 
The two sides currently disagree over 
whether the collective bargaining law 
allows negotiations to encompass per 
sonnel files 
The district says it does not 
W e have 
discussed it in total.” the district’s chief 
negotiator Alice \lilligar, said, it is not 
on the agenda 
i t was dearly my understanding ' 
LEA chief negotiator Carol Linger said, 
however “ that it was.” Linger said she 
would listen to her tape recording of 
yesterday’s bargaining session to deter­ 
mine how the two sides had left the 
meeting with this “ apparent misunder­ 
standing” of what the next agenda would 
include 
The LEA says that collective bargain­ 
ing should include personnel files 
because the law allows discussion of 
employe evaluation 
We re attempting 
to make certain that a teacher knows 
what material people are looking at and 
evaluating him upon.” Linger said 
The district objects. Milligan said, to 
the L E A ’s proposal that “ negative or 
derogatory 
material in a teacher's file 
be destroyed after two years

two years’’

After being petitioned eight months 
ago by local skateboarders, the Lompoc 
Parks and Recreation Commission took 
its first formal step towards providing a 
skateboard facility last night, voting 4-0 
to send a proposed resolution for the 
park to the Lompoc City Council 
Presiding before an empty room at the 
Parks and Recreation building, the Com­ 
mission. minus commissioner Gus 
Froelich who was absent, found little 
controversy among themselves concern­ 
ing the proposed resolution 


To be built by a private firm, the park 
would be located on the future site of 
College Park, which is now four and a 
half acres of bare land between the shop­ 
ping center and Lompoc Senior High 
School 
A racquetball facility has 
already been planned for the southeast 
quarter of the park 


Owned by the county, the land was 
leased to the city for 50 years last 
February with a clause stating that the 
land would be used for park pusposes 
Because of the clause, any proposed 


facilities would have to be okayed by the 
City Council to determine if the facility 
could be used for recreational purposes 
The item will appear on the agenda at 
the Council's July 5 meeting 
The resolution 
if approved by the 
council, will allow the city to accept 
proposals from private companies 
Chairman 
Mike Siminski 
indicated 
that several companies have already ex­ 
pressed interest to him personally about 
a skateboard park Siminski added that 
“ many companies should be interested 
in this type of a park ” 
In other business, last night the Com 
mission gave the nod to Leo Aragon, 
representing the Lompoc Youth Football 
League, to go ahead and process plans 
for a two story announcer’s booth on the 
football field at Rvon Park 
Aragon informed the Commission that 
plans to use concrete block for the booth 
had been scratched in favor of “ thick” 
wire mesh 
The mesh was favored

Reconstructed eerie face 
used as aid in murder case 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) 
Illiter­ 
acy among young Americans 
has become so widespread that 
the Navy is having trouble 
finding recruits who can read 
well enough to function, accord­ 
ing to Vice Adm

Watkins, the chief of naval per­

One 
illitera te 
sailor did

engine because he couldn't read 
instructions Watkins said Wed­ 
nesday, and the Navy is in­ 
creasingly obliged to teach 
recruits to read 
sometimes 
up to a sixth-grade level so they 
can read urgent warnings 
A recent study of 23,000 
recruits at the naval base here 
showed that 37 per cent of them 
could not read at the lOth-grade 
level 
Watkins told the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce Of those, 70 
per cent could not read well 
enough to complete boot camp, 
he said

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — California’s most-stringent-in the- 
nation control standards for automobile exhaust emissions were 
further toughened for 1982 autos Wednesday by the state Air 
Resources Board 


On a unanimous vote, the three-member board adopted a new 
standard for emission of nitrogen oxide (NOx) that will require 
automobile manufacturers to further limit pollution from vehicles 
sold in California 


Chairman Tom Quinn, a member of Gov Edmund Brown Jr s 
cabinet, said American automobile makers "waged a major battle 
for the past decade to block imposition of the stringent NOx stan­ 
dard ” 


Under the regulation, 1982 model year cars in California must 
emit no more than 4 grams of NOx per mile Currently it is 1.5 
grams a mile and will be reduced to 1 gram in 1980 
In effect, the board adopted for 1982 automobiles the same NOx 
standard for 1978 cars that Congress recently stripped from the 
Clean Air Act over the opposition of President Carter, California 
and the Environmental Protection Agency 
Board Chairman Tom Quinn called the action one of the most 
significant ever taken in the fight against smog and said it will help 
protect the health of millions of California city dwellers 
Recent federal studies, Quinn pointed out, show that NOx emis­ 
sions have the greatest impact on the lung lining of children and 
makes them more susceptible to such diseases as asthma 
"In Los Angeles County alone, about 165,000 respiratory attacks 
in children are caused by this chemical each year," he said 
Quinn said recent technological breakthoughs, including develop­ 
ment by Volvo of a three-way catalyst, "have shown that it is now 
possible to clean up our cars and improve fuel economy at the 
same time 
"Public health is the issue and we have now taken another major 
step toward reducing air pollution in California." he said

Walking on w ater isn't easy, even for a 
supervisor, but the equivalent of that 
heady stunt occurred this week 
Basis 
for the tale was the board of Supervisors’ 
approval of $60 000 in county funds to 
finance Lompoc Jail for another year 
This reporter wasn't present before 
the second and successful vote was 
taken, but there was 
scuttlebut 
ahead of 
time that a favorable 
vote by the board was 
unlikely Readers may 
recall that the super­ 
visors voted 4-0 the 
f i r s t 
t i m e a r o u n d 
against 
funding the 
jail An aide of Super­ 
visor Harrell Fletcher 
was convinced that the 
board s opposition to 
t h e 
f u n d i n g 
w a s 
almost set in concrete 
despite word that the funding proposal 
would be reintroduced bv Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund The aide said the pos­ 
sibility that the board would reverse 
itself and approve the funding was "the 
equivalent of walking on w ater ." 


If all that s true, someone presumably 
walked on water, or the equivalent 
G ene M cA llister. L o m p o c 's poet

It's becoming apparent that the of­ 
ficial City of Lompoc is on the threshold 
of proclaiming the present boundaries on 
west, south and east inviolate lines City 
Councilman E C Stevens said as much 
during a meeting of the Local Agency 
Formation Commission, which he serves 
as a member, and Jack Lam. community 
development director, said the same 
thing and during the sam e meeting 
P ressed for com m ent later Stevens 
agreed that the city was moving in that 
direction but that the question would be 
aired at an upcoming joint session of the 
council and the planning commission. 
Before that session, Stevens said, he’d 
rather not say the present boundaries 
were set in concrete. At the sam e time, 
he noted the uneven border the city had 
now, with city and county interlocked 
like a jigsaw puzzle. 
The pronouncements by Stevens and 
Lam, put forth in defense of a 16-acre an­ 
nexation in the southeastern portion of 
the city, are the first serious declara­ 
tions in recent times, that the growth, if 
any will or must com e in the northerly 
direction That was the recommendation 
some years ago of a team of graduate 
planners from Cal Poly 
Principal reason for the status quo on 
the boundaries is the preservation of 
agricultural land 


WASHINGTON — Not long ago, the 
Shah of Iran spoke to Chief Justice 
Warren Burger about modernizing the 
ju d icial p ro c e s s e s in his co u n try 
Apologetically, the Shah explained that 
Iran's system of justice was primitive. 
In the villages, he said, disputes were 
resolved by councils of elders 
There 
were no courts, no lawyers, no judicial 
review 


The Chief Justice confided afterward 
that he would like to send a legal team to 
Iran to investigate village justice The 
American experts, he suggested, might 
learn something 


Burger has become increasingly dis­ 
mayed with the complex legal system in 
the United States The lawyers are en­ 
tangling the populace in litigation bogg­ 
ing down the courts and substituting 
legal manipulation for justice 


"The harsh truth." he warned the 
American Bar Association last month, 
"is that 
we may well be on our way to 
a society overrun by hordes of lawyers, 
hungry as locusts, and brigades of judges 
in numbers never before contemplated 


Across the land, lawyers lurk behind 
the bushes waiting to pounce upon the 
passers-by. drag them into court and 
drain them of their assets Most lawsuits 
benefit only the lawyers, who collect fat 
fees and leave both parties worse off 


A t t o r n e y s 
a l s o 
d o m i n a t e 
t h e 
government 
The founding fathers in­ 
tended that Congress, for exam ple, 
should be representative of the people 
But the lawyers have taken it over they 
hold more than 300 of the 535 seats 


Attorneys also populate the various 
federal agencies, boards, commissions, 
com m ittees and councils Both in and out 
of government. Washington has more 
lawyers per capita than any city in the 
world 
The law yers in governm ent 
produce complex legislation and regula­ 
tions, which create business for the 
lawyers out of government 


Today, the confused citizen needs an 
attorney to make out a tax return, sell a 
home, settle an estate and protect him 
from the proliferating pitfalls that the 
government lawyers produce Here are 
our observations 


The nation is overrun with lawyers 
who. lured by the scent of the green, con­ 
gregate where the big money is They 
thrive, for example, on corporate law 
Indeed, 
many a corporate president 
began as the general counsel Yet the 
nation's 29 million poor are suffering 
from a lawyer shortage An estim ated 85 
per cent of their legal needs are still un­ 
met 


— All too often, the legal decision goes 
to the client with the most money He 
can outm aneuver and outlast his poorer 
opponent in the courts It is not uncom­ 
mon, corporate attorneys tell us, for 


complex cases to drag on for more than a 
decade The client who has to count his 
money may not survive the legal skir­ 
mishing The poor often cannot afford to 
seek redress of grievances for even the 
most basic injustices. 


Most lawyers price themselves out 
of the average American's range Their 
hourly rates start around $35. quickly 
reach $100 and continue on up into the 
s t r a t o s p h e i e 
O n c e t h e e m i n e n t 
Washington 
attorney, 
Clark 
Clifford, 
made a rare appearance on Capitol Hill 
for Charles Revson, the head of Revlon 
cosmetics Clifford coached his client 
carefully, then sat silently at his side 
while Revson answered congressm en’s 
questions For this appearance. Clifford 
sent Revson a bill for $25.000 


The legal processes have become 
encumbered with procedural rigmarole 
u n n ec es sa ry 
r out i nes 
that 
are 
designed more to enrich the lawyers 
than to serve the public It costs a small 
fortune, for example, to clear the title 
for a home purchase And the probate 
processes have become so encrusted 
that the attorneys often wind up with a 
greater share of an inheritance than the 
heirs 


A ttorneys are supposed to be 
society's p ea cem ak ers and problem 
solvers Too many devote themselves to 
the opposite 
they are troublemakers 
who create problems They operate on 
the theory 
apparently, that the more 


they can stir up, the more law business 
there will be The wise judge Learned 
Hand once rem arked "I must say that 
as a litigant I should dread a lawsuit 
beyond almost anything else short of 
sickness and death " 
— Most lawyers, in the opinion of the 
judges who watch them in action, are in­ 
competent 
Chief Justice Burger has 
noted "M any judges in general jurisdic­ 
tion trial courts have stated to me that 
fewer than 25 per cent of the lawyers ap­ 
pearing before them are genuinely 
qualified." 
Some 28.000 young graduates will 
pour out of the nation’s law schools this 
year This is nearly double the number 
who graduated 10 years ago With few 
exceptions, they are licensed, according 
to Burger, "without the slightest inquiry 
into their capacity to perform the prac­ 
tical functions of a counselor or an ad­ 
vocate " They seek experience on the 
s t a f f s 
of 
p u b l i c 
d e f e n d e r s 
and 
prosecutors The lawyers who represent 
the poor and the public, therefore, are 
often still in the process of learning how 
to try cases 
Lawyers profess that they regulate 
and discipline themselves The truth is, 
h o w e v e r , 
t h a t 
t h e 
d i s c i p l i n a r y 
machinery is more often used to protect 
them from public em barrassm ent The 
late Supreme Court Justice Tom Clark 
reported after an investigation in 1970 
that professional misconduct went vir­ 
tually unregulated in most of the 50 
states

pose of furthering and safeguarding 
freedom of the press, free flow of news 
wo r l d wi d e , a c h ie v e m e n t of u n d e r ­ 
standing among journalists and thus 
among nations and peoples and the im ­ 
provement of journalistic practice and 
responsibility Its m em bers are editors, 
publishers and broadcast executives of 
63 nations 31 of which were in atten­ 
dance in Oslo 
IP! supports the principle of the in- 
divi iDility ot press freedom and is the 
one representative organization that is 
qualified to lead in the struggle against 
the forces that threaten this freedom 
Aside from these general principles it

International understanding is a major 
aim of IPI Recognizing that among the 
principal barriers to the free flow of 
news are the misunderstandings and 
prejudices that different countries have 
about one another, it has organized 
regional meetings aimed at improving 
knowledge of and sympathy with other 
societies’ 
problems 
Recent bilateral 
discussions have been between new­ 
spapermen of Greece and Turkey, the 
U S 
and Japan. West Germ any and 
Yugoslavia and Germany and Spain The 
IPI was nominated for the Nobel Peace 
prize for this activity in 1975 
IPI draws on its m embership in con­ 
ducting sem inars and working parties on 
crucial questions and issues 
It also 
o p e r a t e s a r e s e a r c h s e c tio n and 
provides, on request, information on 
aspects of its special interests to press 
an d b r o a d c a s t i n g . A n u m b e r of 
specialized books ranging from practical 
manuals for journalists to studies on the 
flow of news in the Soviet Union and the 
Middle East also have been published 
In a country which is just developing 
or in one which has been under a dic­ 
tatorship for many years there has been 
no opportunity for journalistic training 
of the young This is another task for the 
Institute 
More than 300 of Africa’s 
leading journalists are IPI-trained and it 
has maintained journalism and manage­ 
ment courses in Asia as well 
These 
training program s have been run on the 
basis that an efficient press is the best 
safeguard of civil liberties in the 
developing countries and that a growing 


press is essential to nation-building 
At a luncheon one day a young man 
cam e to our table and talked with the 
man on my left. Mr Barry Bingham of 
the Louisville Times, a Director of IPI 
After the young m an had left Mr 
Bingham turned to me and told me that 
he was a Portuguese who had asked him 
about setting up training program s in the 
U S for the journalists of Portugal They 
have worked so long under a dictatorship 
which managed the news that now they 
need help in learning how to work as a 
free press Those who enter the training 
program would learn English in Portugal 
and then come here and get on-the-job 
training with newspapers, preferably in 
a re a s where th ere are Portuguese-
